JUNK GREEN'S 
“RED DRIVE” 


EVERETT LABOR COUNCIL 
AND N. Y. CLEANERS 
ALSO REJECT 


BUTTE, Montana, Oct. 22.—

PREPARING APPEAL TO 
U. S. SUPREME COURT 
AGAINST FRAME-UP 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26,—lInter- 
national Labor Defense Attorneys 
Joseph Brodsky, Osmond : 
Fraenkel and Walter H. Pollack 
have taken all necessary legal 
steps for the appeal to the U. S. 
Supreme Court on the convictions 
of Clarence Norris and Haywood 
Patterson, two of the nine Scotts- 
boro boys, who have been sent- 
enced by Alabama courts to die 
in the electric chair on Dec. 7. 

This appeal will only be effect- 
ive if backed up by the full sup- 
port of every workers’ organiza- 
tion in the country. It can save 
the lives of these two innocent 
Negro boys if you act at once. 
Make your protest felt in demon- 
strations, in written protests to 
the president of the United States, 
and the U. S. Supreme Court, and 
by aiding in raising the necessary 
defense funds. 


Efforts on the part of Samuel 
S. Leibowitz in collaboration with 
Negro reformists to disrupt the 
defense at this critical moment 
were defeated when the Scotts- 
boro boys themselves repudiated 
the misleaders and named the In- 
ternational Labor Defense as their 
defenders. 


The I. L. D. has issued a state- 
ment. reading, in part: : 

“We call on all true friends of 
the Scottsboro boys, of the op- 
pressed Negro people, to rally be- 
hind the .I. L. D. for their de-

Pete Machiarini Is 
Found Not Guilty 
In Second S.F. Trial 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 26.— 
The trial of Pete Machiarini who 
was brutally assaulted by police 
on the Embarcadero last May 30 
during the National Youth Day 
demonstration, resulted in a ver- 
dict of “not guilty” by a jury 
which remained out one hour and 
fifteen minutes. Machiarini was 
clubbed to the sidewalk by a po- 
liceman, arrested and thrown in 
jail with a fractured skull where 
he remained for eight hours with- 
out medical attention. He was 
charged with inciting to riot. 

Only one witness was called by 
Defense Attorney George Ander- 
son, although others were avail- 
able. Lhe confused and contra- 
dictory “evidence” of the three 
policemen who took the stand 
made the frame-up obvious. ‘The 
trial lasted for two days as Dis 
trict Attorney Leslie Gillen ex 
erted every effort to force through 
the frame-up. 

The trials of Billy Newman and 
Jack Gangz, two other workers 
arrested in the National Youth 
Day demonstration, will be tried 
on Nov. 7, Dept. 8, Judge Muras- 
ley’s court. 

It is important that workers 
pack the courtrooms at all trials 
in support of their arrested com- 
rades. 

Hearings on the appeals of Har 
ry Jackson, organizer of the Ma- 
rine Workers’ Industrial Union, 
and Elaine Black, secretary of 
the International Labor Defense, 
will be held on Nov. 2, in the 
court of Superior Judgs Johnson, 
San Francisco City Hall, 4th floor. 

These are two otf the workers 
framed during the vigilante and 
police raids of July. Both were 
convicted of vagrancy and are 
out on bail pending the appeal.

i When one of the most reactionary National Conventions in 
American Legion history backs a measure its leadership has con- 
sistently and bitterly fought, when they quit talking of “raids 
on the treasury” and speak instead of the needs of the veterans— 
there’s a reason. 


Their character was clear enough in the anti-working class 


resolutions they passed at Miami—attacking the Communist 
Party, the Western Worker, urging isolation camps for “reds.” 


They mean by Communists, of course, all militant workers 
who will fight for better conditions. These resolutions will no 
doubt be attacked at home in Legion posts by the rank and file 
just as Green’s anti-Communist letter was in A. F. of L. locals 
after the San Francisco convention railroaded it through. 


The resolution for payment of the bonus, passed in Miami, 
was no sincere desire for getting some three billion dollars for 
starving veterans. The action was forced by the pressure of the 
rank and file in the posts. And, just as the A. F. of L. fatboys 
do when pressure for a strike compels them into action, the 
Legion fatbovs choose a committee to take the fight into Con- 
gress, headed by the new commander, Frank Belgrano the 
banker, with the intention of getting the bonus movement lost 
in a committee. Or, defeated, they can return and say: “See, 
Congress did it.” 

That fight shall not be betrayed again! 


Under the leadership of the Veterans’ Rank and File Com- 
mittee another Bonus March on Washington is being organized 
to reach the capital Jan. 10. 


The Legion Committee hopes to do for Wall Street what 
the scab from the Northwest, W. W. Waters, did for it when 
Hoover shot the veterans down in Washington, and what A. F. 
of L. fakers do when they put themselves at the head of a strike 
the better to knife it. 

Only continued, increased pressure from the rank and file in 
the posts, and their strong participation in the bonus march to- 
gether with other veterans can force the payment of the bonus. 


Broken Windows 


“The rats! Just for that I’m going to vete Communist!” 

Every day this statement is heard a score of times from 
workers in front of 37 Grove St., where the windows of the 
Western Worker, the Workers’ Bookshop and the Election Cam- 
paign Headquarters were broken by gangsters last Thurs- 
day night. 


As the terrorism of the days of the General Strike and later 
days is repeated, the protest against it grows, even stronger 
than at that time.

The Bankruptcy Of Capitalist Government) T° Ssste.ces Pr 


“Looking at the multiplying costs of government 
agencies and the serious financial condition of the citi- 
zenry, it is obvious that government will cease to func- 
tion in the not distant future because of inability to find 
additional sources of income to meet its obligations,” 
Ray Riley, California State Controller, told the delegates 
to the recent State Chamber of Commerce meeting in 
San Francisco. 

Without giving a cent to unemployed relief, the state deficit 
at the end of the next biennium in 1937 would be $119,000,000, 
according to Riley. This would include the retaining of the 
sales tax which daily robs the working class. 


What does that money go for? Admittedly not for unem- 
ployed relief. Not for re-opening closed schools. Not for any of 
the many expenditures bitterly needed by the unemployed and 
working class in general. 


But while there is no money for this, mere operating ex- 
penses of the government costs, laden with graft and corruption, 
according to the last budget requirements, is in excess of fifty 
million. While workers who produced the wealth of this state 
starve; huge sums of money are spent for tear-gas and bullets, 
for equipping and drilling the National Guard, for mobilizing the 
State Highway Patrol, to attack strikers and break their strikes 
with armed force. 


While some eighty million is taken from the already thinned 
pockets of the workers in sales tax on bare necessities, the huge 
corporations (as the P. G. and E.) are permitted to rob the 
people and not pay their tax, and high-salaried individuals are 
not taxed to bear their share. While small farmers lose their 
farms, every aid is given the power companies and banks that 
rob them. 


A continuation of this is what you are voting for in Merriam, 
Haight or Sinclair. For the threat that government will cease 
to function will not automatically occur. Instead it will try to 
carry on—by increasing the heavy load already on the backs 
of the workers. 

Only the revolutionary way out of the crisis can bring better 
conditions for the workers and farmers. A Communist vote is a 
vote for a Workers’ and Farmers’ government and until that time 
is a demand for real unemployment relief, the saving of the small 
farmers from the banking sharks, *a raising of the standard of 
living AT THE EXPENSE NOT OF THE WORKERS AND 
FARMERS, BUT OF THE GOVERNMENT AND THE 
CAPITALISTS. 

Every statement, every act of the present system’s spokes- 
men gives but another reason for voting Communist next 
Tuesday.

At the concentration camp 
near in the 
Braunschweig district the prison- 
ers, 400 Braunschweig workers, 
discovered by some accident that 


Clara Zetkin—whom many had 
seen and whose last Reichstag 


speech pronounced almost in the 
shadow of death they still remem- 
bered—had died about a week ago 
and that her ashes were buried 
under the Kremlin wall near. the 
Lenin mausoleum in Moscow. 


They were all agred that the 
memory of the dead should be 
honored, but how was it to he 
done?: A day passed before they 
decided that as a symbol of mourn- 
ing and loyalty they would spend 
the whole of the next day in sol- 
emn_ silence. 

This they did in spite of the 


cuards who attempted to bring 
the prisoners to “reason.” Not 


even the camp commander, a lieu- 
tenant captain with years of ex- 
perience as a successful leader of 
the Baltic and Upper Silesian 
corps of the Black Reich Army, 
could break their will. His efforts 
ended in 22 prisoners being trans- 
ferred to a hospital late that after- 
noon, suffering from dangerous 


loss blood.

So powerful was the effect of 
the silence of the 400 that after 
supper punishment was_ reduced 
to the “second course,’ the sing- 
ing of the Horst Wessel. The 
camp comander doubled the 
guards and held machine guns 
in readiness on the towers of the 
prison. He and his men_ spent 
that night awake and fully dressed 
in fear of some uncanny trouble 
attacking them suddenly. 


Towards morning, whether from 
fear or the thought that he could 
break the silence that way, the 
lieutenant captain had three pris- 
oners brought before him—an old 
metal worker, known to have been 
a Spartakist during the war, and 
two young men at whose homes 
Communist leaflets had been 
found. Since they still remained 
silent after running the gauntlet 
of the crew’s guns, he shot them 
“attempting to escape.”

THE MYTH OF PROSPERITY 


For five years we have been 
treated with the. myth of return- 
ing prosperity, while unemploy- 
ment grew to exceed sixteen mil- 
lions and wages shrank. Now, 
with profits skyrocketing to new 
highs, Roosevelt, his Perkins and 
Richberg drag out the Hoover 
fable of prosperity returning 
through profits. Profits certainly 
mean prosperity for.the rich, but 
what is the lot of the workers? 

All the production,. employment 
and wage indicators are on the 
downgrade. Steel production is 
near its depression low, auto, coal, 
oil, lumber, textiles, electric power 
output below last year, So are 


railroad carloadings. With prices 
for necessities higher than last 
year and rising, employment and 
wage payments fall. 


In California, manufacturing 
employment for September 1934 
was 8% below last year and 12% 
below August. In San Francisco, 
it was 3% below last year and 
4% below August. Payrolls fell 
even more, by almost 7%. 


.Although construction prices 


‘have increased, the value of build- 


ing permits in California for Sep- 
tember 1934 is below last year. 
For the past thre months it is

During 
the last three years, our respect 


able employers have succeeded in 
creating a new kind of working 
hour—~what Mrs. Pinchot, wife 
of the governor of Pennsylvania, 
calls “sweatshop working hours.” 

These clever employers try to 
get the same work in the 30 hour 
week as the same sized crew 
used to do in 48 hours, and the 
AF of L unions and laws have 
both been unable to stop them. 

One of the largest and most 
respectable companies on_ the 
Pacific Coast, which is operating 
over 200 ferryboats and feeding 
thousands of commuters. daily, 
have put into effect these new 
“shorter” working hours. The 
work day lasts from 6:30 AM to 
8 PM—1l4 hours a day—and the 
workers only get paid for 48 
hours of this 84. Putting in these 
new working hours has made the 
company able to decrease the 
number of workers by 10%, while 
the business has been increasing 
by 20%. 


This should show President 
Green and everybody else that 
just cutting down the working 


hours is not going to create any 
more jobs for the workers.

International Labor Defense:of S. F. 
Appeals for Funds For 16 C. S. Victims 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 25.—The following statement of the 
handling of bail funds is submitted by the International Labor De- 
fense in San Francisco for the period since the beginning of the 
marine strike in May. 


This was a period of the heaviest call upon the resources of 
this organization to defend workers jailed in the strike and during 
the raids and mass arrests. This is the accounting given by officers 
of the organization who were jailed as “acrants’—in efforts of the 
police both to imprison them and to try to put into the minds of 
workers that they were unreliable. Every cent of the $16,045 handled 
is accounted for. This only applies to bail and net to other 
defense expenses, 


With the greatest trial yet faced by California workers coming 
up in Sacramento Nov. 8, the I. L. D. is now calling on workers, 
organizations and sympathizers everywhere to raise funds to carry 
on this defense. It is particularly necessary to right away bail out 
Albert Hougardy, Communist Party organizer who, after being re- 
leased on property bail was rearrested by the court. Cash bail—or 
unincumbered property in Sacramento county—is needed for his 
release, and the I. L. D. urgently appeals for any one who can stand 
for him to get in touch with them at 1005 Market street, San Fran-
